AMERICAN EAGLE GOLD COINS FLYING HIGH 


The American Eagle Gold Bullion coin is selling quicker 
than hot cakes. During opening day sales Oct. 27 the U.S. 
Mint sold 134,000 ounces. : 

During the second sell out a week later 134,000 1 ounce, 
1/2 ounce, and 1/4 ounce coins were moved on to 
distributors. No 1/10th ounce coins were offered for sale 
due to the mint’s emphasis on 1 ounce and the larger 
fractional coins. 

The 1 ounce coin is fairly easily obtained at between 6 
and 10% over spot. The half ounce is available at the high 
premium of $250-$260 per piece, quarter cunce at $145-$155, 
and one-tenth ounce at $55 and up. The smaller the coin, 
the harder they are to come by. 

The new Froof 1 ounce Gold and 1 ounce Froof Silver is 
only available by direct order from the U.S. Mint on an 
official order blank. They must be ordered prior to 
December 1st. If you are not on the mailing list a call to 
“the U.S.Mint Service Center 1-301-436-7400 or 7402 will get 
you on. Good luck on getting through I had to call nearly 


50 times to place a name on the list. Once you receive the 


order blank be prepared to pay $21.90 per piece for the 
Silver ounce and #550 for the gold ounce. 

At these prices investors will have to hope that the 
small mintage due to the limited ordering period and trouble 
in placing orders carries the coins to greater heights.
